3. The EDIC Working group will receive nominations for appropriate attendance 
and will arrange clearance for a Secret/hOFORi: Meeting, except OASD (ISA) will 
accomplish this for the military and consultant groups. 

4. The EDIC Working group will report this meeting to the EDIC Chairman 

who will arrange for appropriate reporting to IaC, which committee, it is expected^ 
might wish to send a representative to the propellants seminar. 

5. The EDIC Working Group will announce the confirmed meeting date and 

submit the agenda to all who are expected to attend at least a week befose the 
Seminar.
